AWARDED TODAY 



State Highway Work Ex- 
panded aa Election 

Nears 




Contract for tho paving of threu 
pavement gaps on Uoute 173 between 
Antloch and Uosecrana was to bo 
aworilod today, according to an- 
nouncomont from Uio atate lifgliway 
dopartment. Approximately two 
miles of paving la Included, with the 
longcat stretch through the village of 
Antloch connecting Route 59 at the 
Intoracctlon of the highway, with 
pavement end a mile east of town. 

These unpaved sections are the last 
on the highway with the exception of 
Ibo CfilGdonIa gap 15 miles east of 
Rockford. 

Contracts for 35 highways projects 
In all aectlons of the atate have beea 
awarded recently by the State De- 
portment of Public Works and Build- 
ings, toUlIng 11,842,098.39, according 
to announcements from Sprlngfleld. 

Tho launching of this extenalvo and 
belated construction program will 
place millions of dollars In circulation 
and will employ tens of thousands ot 
workers. Republicans are ''viewing 
with alarm" this activity on the part 
of the administration, coming on the 
eve of the November elections. Dis- 
tribution of this vast amount of 
money at this time la bound to have 
Its effects at tho polls, as did the fed- 
eral pork barrel In the recent Maine 
elections. 

Sees Influencing of Votes. .

Would Yield Bountiful 

Apple Crops 



When Lake county dairymen are 
through with milk strikes, price 
wrangling, hard work and other ills 
attending tho milk industry, they may 
turn their attention to horticulture 
with every assurance of success. In 
the opinion of Harrle A. TllloUon, 
secretary of tho Antloch Pure Milk 
association group.

The county board of supervisors

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Food Essentials for the 
School Child 

I like to repeat certain topics 
from time to time because there 
are always new readers to bo con- 
sidered and because repetition 
gives omphasls. And 
frequently there are 
new scientific And- 
inffs to be presented. 
Thia week, chiefly 
because a new school 
year Is beginning, I 
want to discuss 
again the food es- 
aentlala. Perhaps I should men- 
tion the fact that thes« comments 
on food are not Just mine alone. 
They do not represent merely a 
peraonal opinion. Instead they are 
the result of years of painstakinc; 
scientific research by nutrition 
specialists who have made the 
laboratory investigation of foods 
their life's work. • 

And, what Is Important to us, 
their findings ore practically unani- 
mous. They all stress the Impor- 
tance of milk, for example, both 
for children and adults. The fa- 
miliar "quart a day" is not mere 
sales talk. It is in itself a sclcn- 
tifle conclusion, resulting from 
countless calculations and rcchcck- 
I Ings of the growing child's need 
' for the elements of milk. Similar- 
ly, we know the truth about eggs, 
: and bread and butter. There 
should be a pleasing variety of 
course. Even milk Is just as valu- 
able given in many different ways. 
Meals should be cheerful, pleasant 
occasions, attractively offered. All 
parents and school lunch managers 
who adhere to these essentials can 
feel assured that they are dobig 
their best to promote child health 
and development.

Joromc made mo a rest for tho 
worst foot, so I could kneel on it 
which helped a great deal. We all 
worked very hard, but seems now wo 
wero very happy until July lat when 
the second brother was taken alck 
with tyhpuld fever and died the 25th. 
[In was burled on a hill In aight of, 
and not far from, our home. It was, 
I think, tho first grave made there. 
It was a beautiful spot for the pur- 
pose, and has always been used for a 
cemetery since. 

Early tho next year, 1S55. father 
bought a house and built a ahop on 
Main atree, where ho had a large 
trade In moats, buying sheop and cat- 
tle from men on ranches In tho val- 
leys. Thoy wore really wild cattle, 
for when brought up they had to be 
rushed through tho town on the run 
to tho corral and staughtGr-houae,i 
every soul woji out of sight, and woe 
bo unto anyone who dared to show a 
head. As early as the spring of 1857. 
brother Monroe, who was under four- 
teen years ot age, usually did tho 
buying of cattle, carrying large 
amounts of money for tho purpose In 
a belt around his waist. 

Ho would go perhaps forty or fifty 
miles Into tho valleys to tho rodeos 
or round-ups, and with tho help of 
men there always ready to see that 
ho got fair play, would select a herd 
and get someone to help drive them 
up. which was no small undertaking 
for grown men. Brother Jerome was 
somewhat larger and came In for the 
heavier work. Sometimes these two 
boys would go to the corral and do 
tho butchering alone. They had to 
lasso the cattle from a little platform 
above the door. One would drop the 
rope down, to be caught by the other 
boy by opening the door Just enough 
to grasp It, pass It through a ring In 
tho Hoor, and fasten to a windlass. In 
this way they would draw the crea- 
turo In and to tho ring In the floor, 
and Just at the right tlmo open the 
door to lot him through and not at- 
tract the attention ot the others. 
Sometimes this failed and then tho 
boys would each look out for hlm- 
aelf. They had some narrow ta- 
capos, of which they could tell best 
themaelvea. When thoy succeeded In 
drawing the head to tho fioor, the 
door was closed and tho creature was 
shot, as tho safest way. Father 
owned and ran another shop at 
An<ador. and a part of the meat was 
sent there. 

He had a grey horse that had as 
much Judgment oa some people: 1 
think he was wonderful. Tliey could 



got someone to fix a box. Tho twc 
of them took It up to the tree and, I 
think without help, put the man Into 
II. Thero were plenty of reasonable 
people who would have helped, had 
thoy dared, and did not approve of 
all that wua dune, but as Is always 
the case. It Is the rougher or more 
lawless who rule In lynchlngs. I 
often wonder If thero Is anyone In 
Suttor Creek who remembers that In- 
cident. Somo of these happenings, 
printed and reprinted In the Grizzly 
Bear Mogazlne, with other experienc- 
es -on the plains, and In California 
then and now, are ot great interest 
to me. 

Return to East by Steamer 
Brother Frank died very soon after 
arrangements had been made to leave 
for Illinois, our parents having sold 
both shops and home. It was very 
hard to leave our little graves on the 
hill, but farm llfo had always ap- 
pealed to all and no good title could 
then bo gotten to land In California. 
It had been held in large grants by 
tho Mexicans and Spaniards and 
never released, ao thoso buying ran 
the risk of Iwving to pay ovor again. 
It was very uncertain, altliough peo- 
ple could, and did, build anywhere 
they could find unoccupied space, and 
their right might never bo disputed. 
So father at this time bought ot a 
Mr. Tlbblta a whole section of land, 
now tho townalte of the town called 
Crete, Will County, Illinois, paying 
only four hundred dollars for It. He 
sold It four years later for twelve 
hundred, and no doubt It Is worth a 
great deal more now.

That horae would there back In aa 
at the other shop, and when relieved 
ot the load, would go to the stable, 
where I hope be had good care He 
did this for moro Uian two years, 
when something happened and he 
could never bo trusted alone again. 

Our sister Belle was bom here ot 
this home In July, 185G; she was 
loved by all of ua, but lived a short 
life, and on November 23. 1858, was 
laid on that hill beside the brother. 
In the spring of tho next year, isr>!). 
our dear hrothor Frank was burled 
thero also. Somewhere, some years 
later! In that same cemetery, two ot 
my husband's brothers were burled — 
Lyman and Jeremiah Howard. The 
lattor was killed In December, 1S57, 
at the lower Buroka mill, while oiling 
a cam-shaft. 

An Early Day Hanging 

Sometime about 1856, at a place 
called Rancharle, which all old Call- 
fornlana well remoniber, thero waa a 
terrible massacre. - 

There waa groat excitement, and 
many a poor Innocent Spaniard and 
Mexican lost their lives. 1 romembor 
sitting on tho veranda ot tho Ameri- 
can Exchange hotel, when a Mexican 
was being tried for his life, Just below 
In tho stroet. I dou't think ho was 
proven guilty, but nothing would paci- 
fy the crowd but a hanging. So In 
tho morning ho was taken to a tree 
Just north ot town and hanged. He 
had a poor slater there, who wanted 
to have his body taken down, but tho 
crowd ihreatoned to ahoot anyone 
who dared touch tho body. 

Little Jorry Howard, who waa al- 
ways ready to dare moat anything, 
told the sister he would help her, but 
that lawless crowd threatened him. 
Ho stood bacX opened his coat, and 
i told them to ahoot. ' He cut the body 
down, and after watting awhilo, went 
•with tho w6man "down to Barnard's 
Btore In Spanish town, .where they
